The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 3, 9 and 13 (renumbered as claims 1, 3, 7 and 11, respectively), 
examiner agrees with applicant's arguments dated 12/6/05, pages 7 and 8. 

Therefore, the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose the limitation specified in 
the independent claims, including a communication channel between the secondary station and a 
primary station wherein the secondary station is adapted to determine based on measurements of 
a time rate of change of received signal to interference ratio, an optimum rate of adjustment of 
the output power of the primary station, selected from one of a plurality of rates of adjustment 
available to the primal station, and for communicating said rate of adjustment to the primary 
station.
